discreet Chaplain’s Toas:—The Closed Carriage 
and the Silent Boatmen-—The Confession 
of one of the Participants, Etc., Exc. 


New York, November 30.—The abstract 
sent by the associated press of Thurlow 
Weed’s revelations concerning the mysterious 
disappearance of William Morgan, fifty-six 
years ago, utterly fails to do the matter jus- 
tice. The full story gives what purports to be 
the real fate of Morgan, and is the first publi- 
cation of the kind containing names and pos- 
itive charges made during the present genera- 
tion. Mr. Weed gives the story in elaboraie 
detail, and makes oath to its truth. He gives 
the iollowing as the confession of John Whit- 
ney, of Rochester, made at Weed’s house one 
night in 1831, in presence of Colonel 
Jewett, Whitney, as he alleged, being one 
of the abductors of Morgan: The idea of sup- 
pressing Morgan’s intended exposition of the 
secrets of Masonrp was first suggested by a 
man named Johns, who suggested that Mor- 
gan be placed on a farm in Canada West. For 
this purpose he was taken to Niagara and 
placed in a magazine fort until the arrange- 
ments for settling him in Canada were com- 
pleted, but the Canadian Masons disappoint- 
ed them. After several meetings of the lodge 
in Canada, opposite For, Niagara, a refusal 
to have anything to do with Morgan left his 
kidnappers greatiy perplexed. Opportunely 
the installment of a Royal Arch Chapter 
brought a large number of enthusiastic Ma- 
sons together, “After labor’ in 
Masonic language , they ‘retired 
to refreshment.’”’ Under’ the exhila- 
ration of champagne and other viands, the 
chaplain, Rev. F. H. Cummings, of Roch@- 
ter, was called on for a toast. Then he re- 
sponded, with peculiar emphasis, and in the 
language of their ritual: ‘‘the enemies of our 
order—inay they find a grave six teet deep, 
six feet long, and six feet due east and west.”’ 
Immediately after the toast, which was re- 
ceived with enthusiasm, Colonel William 
King, an officer of the war of 1512, then a 
member of the assembly from Niagara coun- 
ty called Whitney of Rochester, Howard of 
Buffalo, Chubbuck of Lewiston, and Garside 
of Canada, out of theroom, and, with a car- 
riage furnished by Mayor Barton, they were 
driven to Fort Niagara, repaired to the 
magazine and informed Morgan 
that arrangements for sending him 
to Canada were completed, and that tis fami- 
ly would soon follow him. Morgan received 
the information cheertully, and walked with 
his supposed friends to the boat, which was 
rowed to the mouth of the river, where a rope 
was wound around his body, to each end of 
which asinker was attached Morgan was 
then thrown overboad. He grasped the gun- 
wale of the boat convulsively. Garside, in 
forcing Morgan to relinquish his hold, wasse 
verely bitten. Whitney, in concluding the 
narrative, said he was now relieved from a 
heavy load; that for four years he had -not 
heard a window rustle or any other noise at 
night without thinking the sheriff was after 
him. Colonel Jewett, looking fixedly at 
Whitney, said: ‘‘Weed can hang you now.” 
“But he won't,’ was Whitney’s reply. 
Of course the secret thus confid- 
ed to me was inviolably kept. 

TWENTY-NINE YEARS AFTER. 

Tweity-nine years afterward, while attend- 
ing the national republican convention at 
Chicago, John Whitney, then residing there, 
called to say that he wanted me to write out 
what he once told me about Morgan’s fate, 
to be signed by himwin the presence of wit- 
nesses, to be sealed up and published after 
his death. I promised to do so before leaving 
Chicago. There was no leisure, however, 
and, forgetting what I had told Whitney, I 
hurried to lowa, returning by way of Spring- 
field to yisit Lincoln. In the excitement of 
the canvass which fellowed I neglected the 
important duty of securing the confession 
Whitney ‘was so anxious to make. In 1861 I 
went to Europe, and while in London wrote 
a letter to Whitney, asking him to get. Alex- 
6. Williams, then a resident of Chicago, to 
do whatI had so unpardonably neglected 
That letter reached Chicago one week after 
Whitney’s death, closing the last and only 
revelation of that important event Whit- 
ney was a mason by trade, honest, industri- 
ous and sober, but excitable. In all the 
early stages of the Morgan affair he believea 
he was dving his duty. 

THE THREE INQUESTs, 

[In relation to the tinding and inquests upon 
a body alleged to be thatof Morgan, Mr. Weed 
says: ‘“‘In the autumn of 1827 the discovery 
of the body of an unknown man onthe shore 
of lake Ontario, near the mouti of Oak Or- 
chard creek, gave a new and absorbing inter- 
est to the question, The description of that 
body, as published by the coroner who held 
an inquest over it, induced a belief that it 
Was the body of William Moryan. Our com- 
mittee decided to hold another inquest. Im- 
pressed with the importance and responsi- 
bility of the question, I gave 
public notice of our irtention. and per- 
sonaily invited several citizens who had 
known Morgan to present. One of our 
committee went to Batavia to secure 
tendance of Mrs. Morgan and as mavy others 
who knew him as would attend. Tue body 
had been interred where it was found. The 
rude coffin was g»ened in the presence of be- 
tween forty and fifty persons. When it was 
reached and before removing the lid, I re- 
ceived from Mrs. Morgan and others who 
knew him well, descriptions of his person, 
Mrs. Morgan described the color of his hair, 
the scai upon his foot, and that his teeth 
were double all around. Dr. Strong confirmed 
Mrs. Morgan’s statement about double 
teeth, one of which he _ had © ex- 
tracted, while another was broken, in- 
dicating the position of the extracted 
and broken teeth. When the coffin was 
opened, the body disciosed the peculiamties 
described by Mrs. Morgan and Dr. Strong. 
This second inquest and the examinations of 
the body proceeded in open day, and in the 
presence of Masons andanti-Masons, not oge 
of whom dissented from the coroner’s jum, 
by which the body was unanimously deciared 
to be that of William Morgan.

Dick Dye, a colored man, living on Mr. Mc- 
Tharin’s place, five miles from Blackshear, 
has made this year between twenty-five and 
thirtv bales of cotton, of 500 pounds average, 
on a two-horse farm, together with 250 bushels 
of corn, and large crops of sugar cane aud po- 
tatoes. To sum upthe year’s laber, we will 
sta'e: Dick rented the place from Mr. Me- 
Tharin in January, and purchased from the 
owner two mares at $100 each, all of the ne- 
cessary tools and provisions, be baving noth- 
ing whatever, in other words, was not worth 
a dollar. The necessary outlay amounted -to 
$700. He agreed to pay twelve bales of cotton 
for the rent of the place.. He had paid bis 
rent and all advances, and is now the owner 
of the stock, farming implements, corn, pota- 
toes, cotton seed, and will have enough ready 
cash to run =him_ for another’ year 
without going in debt for anything, 
proving that though his rents 
were high he has discharged every obligation 
and has cleared ata low calculation $1,000. 
In addition he has raised enough meat to do 
abe? another year, anda plenty of pea- 
nut#to fatten his bogson. Now,if Dick, a 
negro, can accomplish such resultsin Pierce 
county, we want to ask. if white men, in 
Pierce, Ware, Cotfee, Clinch, and ail the 
counties, can’t do likewise?

THE PROFITABLE WORK OF A 
SPALDING FARMER. 


A Demonstration That There is More Money Drip- 
ping from Sugar C-ne Te#an There is in the Boll 
of the Cotton Sta)k—The Wonderful Pro- 
duction of Ribbon Cane, Ete., E'c. 


From the Griffin, Ga., News. 

Meeting Mr. Joshua Hammond on the street 
Friday, he mentioned the fact that he had 
been making syrup this fall and had made 
four hundred gallons in Akin’s and Cabin’s 
districts. As this isan industry about which 
we had heard but little said, we naturally 
felt interested and obtained furcher details 
which will make sweet reading for our read- 
ers. Thissyrup was made partly from ribbon 
cane and partly from the regular sorghum 

ane, the former being seventy-five cents and 
the latter fifty cents per gallon. To obtain the 
amount mentioned, four hundred gallons,but 
little acreage of land was required, the whole 
being made from the small patches on a few 
farms. To come down to more definite figures 
Mr. Hammond pr:ade 82 gallons from cne, 
fourth of an acre of ribbon cane, besides cane 
enough to have made 25 gallons more, which 
was cut and eaten during the sewson, and one- 
fourth of acre saved forseed. His nephew, 
William Hammond, made 103 gallons from 
one-fourth of an acre, and sold a great num- 
ber of stalks during the season, realizing : 
handsome sum fortbe same. His neighbor, 
D. W. Rogers, made 117 gallons to one-fourth 
acre, Without utiliziog all the stalks fog that 
purpose. Mr. Hammend intormed us that 
ribbon cane will make 300 to 500 gallons to the 
acre, and the figures given in the above in- 
stances, which are as exact as they could be 
obtained, show that this is a fair estimate. 
Say that it made 400 gallons,and brought even 
low as only 50 cents a gallon; this would be a 
product ot $200 to the acre. 

WHAT DOES IT CosT? 

The expense of cultivating the cane is com 
paratively small, and may be estimated as fol- 
lows for one acre: Cotton seed, 20 bushels at 
10 cents a bushel, $2,00; 3to 5 loads of ma- 
nure (say 5) at $2,50 a load, $12,50; planting, 
$3,50; cultivation, 3 plowings, making 3--2 
days with mule, $5.00; total, 21,00. The cut- 
ting and gathering we forgot to estimate, but 
it certainly could not cost more than the eul- 
tivation, making the total cost of the cane 
crop $24,00. The syrup is generally made by 
some men who owns 4 mill and understands 
the business, and he charges for the work 
just one-third of the make. 
This would be $06.00 for 
making,Jand added to the cost of growing 
the cane would be $97.00, leaving $109 clear 
profit peracre. One hundred and nine dol 
lars clear profit tothe acre! Think of it, you 
all cotton men, to whom a difference of two 
centsger pound in the price of your idolized 
prod t, a matter of ten dollars per acre, 
means prosperity or ruin.

DEATH FROM FUNERALS.

They have issued an order that no 
funerals shall take place _ in 
cases in which the ‘ause of 
death ws small-pox scarlet fever, 
diphtheria and typhus fever. The remains 
are to be placed at once ‘“‘in a properly sealed 
recepta@le,’’ and not thereafter disturbed ex- 
cept for burial. Caution is also urged upon 
all to remain without the room in which such 
a death occurred, except those of course who 
are called to it by duty. These regulations 
may seem harsh, but the danger of contagion 
is so great in the diseases named that other 
towns would do well to disregard the seeming 
harshness and follow closely the rules of the 
Hub.

Interviews With ‘he Principals in the Difficulty— 
How the Plot Was Formed and Carried Out— 
The Impliestion of the Ingrem Brothers— 

A Clear Case Against Ferguson. 


Special to The Consutution. 

GREENVILLE, Ga., November 29.—The 
readers of Turk Constitution have been made 
acquainted with the recent robbery of Alex- 
ander Blandenburg, an old citizen living in 
the northern part of Meriwether county. 
The following are the facts in the case, as 
gathered froin the lips of the perpetrators of 
the crime. Never has anything created such 
an intense sensation in Meriwether, and the 
cauldron of public opinion boiled furiously, 
when it was known that Messrs. John and 
James Ingram, two of the most prosperous 
and intelligent young men in the county, had 
been = arrested accessories the 
crime. These two young men, now 
under a bond of $750 for their appearance at 
the next term of court, have lived. in Meri- 
wether county foranumber of years and 
have always borne the unquestionable repu- 
tation of being quiet, law-abiding citizens. 
Being the possessors of a large plantation, to- 
gether with valuable real estate in the city of 
Grithin, they have always had-the control of 
plenty of money. For this reason, together 
with their hitherto ‘‘good cbaracter,’’ the 
people are loath to believe that they are con- 
nected with the affair in any way. 

Last Thursday evening, accompanied by 
Sheriff Moftlett, your correspondent took upa 
line of march for the county jail where John 
T. Furgeson and Henry Ingram. colored, bet- 
ter known as “Oub,”’ are confined. 
As seen through the bars, Jno. T. Ferguson, 
the alleged robber, isa man of pieasant face 
and fine proportions, of a dark complexion, 
with slight mustache, keen,devilish biack eyes 
and easy manner. On asking him to tell about 
the Biandenburg robberry, he replied, ‘‘I 
have told ail | know.” “But we would like 
to have it again.’’ ‘‘Wal, I have no objec- 
tionsif you wili put down exactly what I 
say and nothing else.’”’ After assuring him, 
he propped himself against the wall, took a 
chew of tobacco aud began: “I am twenty- 
three years old, have lived in 
Meriwether county three’ or four 
years, living with John Ingram two years. I 
also lived with old Blandenburg six months, 
I zat along peaceably with John ingram and 
always thought a heap of him, I didn’t like 
Gid Blandenburg much, but he had a heap of 
contidence in me. He went offto Alabama 
once and left the keys and everything in my 
hands.”’ 

‘Were you living with Mr. 
at the time of the robbery?” 

“No, T was living with John Ingram ”’ 

‘What first induced you to rob Mr. 
denburg’s house?” 

“Wal, Ll knew the old cod had a heap of

HOW IT WAS ARRANGED. 

‘How dist you arrange the robbery? You 
say you haaitali fixedup two weeks before 
hand ?”’ 

“Well, Lwas to leave the neighborhood 
like | was goingto Chattanooga, Tennessee, 
io live. You see, this was to make them 
think that I was not in the neighborh@pd, 
but was in Tennessee. I| told Cub (Henry 
Ingram) to have all ready when I come back, 
which would be soun. Jolin Logram carried 
me to the railroad, and 1 told him, going 
along, that I was” goin down to 
West Point and stay a day 
or so and then come back and rob 
old man Blandenburg. John told we all 
right, I then got on the train and went down 
to West Point. I stayed there three or four 
days frolicking aroand and‘then tookfthe train 
for Hogansville and got there in the evening. 
That was Thurday. I left Hogansville walk- 
ing towards Rocky Mount, I got there about 
half hour by sun, and walked on slowly as | 
had plenty time to get to Ingrams, tor it 
twant more than twelve miles. I walked on 
slow and finally got in the neighborhood 
about night. I met Cub in the road and ask- 
ed him how things were. He said, ‘All was 
ready.” 

‘What night did you say that was‘ 

“Thursday night, November 9th,”’ 

‘How did you enter the house, and what 
happened that night?” 

“about eight or nine o’cleck me and Cub 
went over, to old man Blandenburg’s house, 
both of us was ‘good drunk.’ The first thing 
we done was to try to. set. the gin 
house on tire. i struck the match 
and Cub poured the whisky on to make it 
burn but it went out and didn’t catch. We 
then went toan old fodder house and I struck 
amaten and put underitand Cub he piled 
fodder around it. When it got to burning 
good old man Blandenburg and his wife run 
out to see What was (he matter. AS soon as 
they come out we ran round the other side 
of the house and went in the door, When we 
ran in to get the trunk we met Miss King, old 
Blandenburg’s riiece. Cub told me to shoot 
her, d—m hier. Itold him TI had no pistol. 

Then Miss 
King ran out too. I think he shot just to run 
her out of the house, and not to hit her. Af- 
ter tbat Cubran in the room and got the trunk 
and come cut with it. Weran on out of the 
house to an old field about two miles off where 
we stopped and opened it witha piece of wire 
I had in my pocket. Wegotall the money 
in it and left it. Ve went 
on a. iittle farther and stopped 
to divide the money. I don’t know how 
much was in the trunk exactly. I got about 
$350. Don’t know how much Cub got, but I 
think he got about four or five hundred 
dollars.

“You were mistaken this morning,’ said Aaron 
Haas on yesterday, ‘‘in saying that Atlanta would 
have to wait fur the Georgia Pacific for cheaper 
cecal ’? 

“And why?” 

“Simply because a company that lam connected 
with will give Atlanta cheap coal before the Geor- 
gia Pacific is built, and cheaper coal than it can 
give even after itis built.”’ 

“Whatis the company and what is the pur- 
chase?’ 

“The company is organized with $200,000, and the 
stock is all taken. Mr. Waiker Inman is president 
ofthe company. I am secretary and treasurer. 
The directors are W. P. Inman, H. ©. Armour, John 
Postell, Judge Inger,and Aaron Haas. We have 
purchased 500 or 600 acres of ths best coa! lands I 
ever saw. They are the Broken Arrow fields,or as 
best known here the Coosa cual flelds. The coal 
equalto he Montevallo for grate, and to any coal 
forsteam., The analysis shows that it has 2% per 
cent. of ash, and 70 per cent. of fixed carvon. It 
is incom parable as far as any coal in this market is 
concerned, «nd is exhaustless.’’ 

“How will you get it to Atlanta?’ 

“By a newroad that is now being built. The 
owners of the Cherokee railroad company have de 
termined to build from Cedartown to these fields 
They are now building from the Selma, Rome and 
Daiton road to the fields. They are under contract 
to finish this by the fivstof July, or lose very valu- 
able coal concessions. Thisis why they are build 
ing the further end first. As soon as they finish 
that end we can put ourcoal into market ty send- 
ing round by Rome. But when they build from the 
Selma road to Cedartown we will then ship direct 
by the East Tennessee and Virginia railroad to At- 
lanta ’’ 

‘Will you be able to cheapen cost then ?”’ 

“Yes Coal now costs our manufacturers from 
$3.50 to $4 a ton. Iwill nuw sign a contract 

furnish a better quality of coal than 
can be bought for $3.50 a ton at $3 a 
ton, laid down in Atlanta, to manufacturers in any 
quantity, tocommence delivering two months aiter 
the new road is fiuished.’’ 

‘I'll take that offer,’’ said a manufacturer stand.

INVESTIGATING LONGSTREET. 


What is Being Done Toward Looking Into the United 
States Marshal's A fairs. 

Within the last few days several newpaper cor- 
respondents with a creditable amount of enterprise, 
buta decided lack of accuracy, have given cur- 
rency toa report that the accounts of the Uni ed 
States marshal, General James Longstreet, were in 
a much muddled condition, and vague 
hints of crookedness were made. These 
statements were first applied to the marshal, but 
later were sifted down and the alleged crookednets 
was putupon the shoulders of the deputies. The 
fact that General Longstreet is now in Wasbington 
was taken as evidence that he is there to straighten 
outand explain whatever wrong is supposed to 
have been discovered by the three agents 
of the department of: justice who 
are now investigating the accounts iu 
the marshal’s office. It develops, however, that 
General Lougstreet is in Washington on an enuireiy 
different mission, namely, upon an invitation to 
attend a ‘‘tair,’’ or something of the kiud, gotten 
up.in the interest of the Garficld hospital, The in- 
vestigation which has been going on for several 
weeks is by three examiners seutout by the depart 
ment of justice, and of their discoveries the follow- 
ing statement was made yesterday by one of the 
gentlemen: 

“itis improper for ustogive you any informa 
tion whatever before itissent to the department 
and we canuotdoso Weare the agents of the de- 
partment and to the depatr meut alone Must we 
report whatever we find. When it reaches there it 
cau be disposed of as the officials in power sre fit 
I can say to you however that there is uot one word 
of ruthin the statements that have been made 
in the ‘papers touching this investigation. 
The people are too prone to look with an eye ol 
suspicion upon an official whenever his account 
are underiuvest gatiou, sbatis wrong. These in- 
vestigations are made regularly, generally every 
two years, aud the fact that we muake them is ho 
evidence that an offlver bas acted in a crooked 
mannerinany way. 1 will say further that any 
Statement that General Jongstreets accounts are 
crooked so far as we have di-covered up to dale is 
agieatinjustice to him. We have found thiugs 
remarkably straight. What may be developed lu 
the future I canuotsay, but we have discovered 
nothing wrong so far. Ina week or ten days, or in 
three wecks at the outside, we will 
have completed the investigation and 
then you Can get the factsfuily. Buttor the pres- 
eut the public should suspen judgment. I will 
say also tuat several Lougstreet courted this Inves- 
tigation. I have not seen the ictlecon the subject 
but such is my understanding.’’ 

The examiners are discreetly dumb 
above admission was the result of about an hour 
aud a half’s patient aud persistent pumping. It is 
though: that when General Longstreet is thorough- 
ly eauminued they will turn theirattcntion to some 
other olicials here. 

GENERAL LONGSTREET ASKS AN 

Whether or not this examination is directly the 
result of a request made by General Longstreet is 
notknowh. That he madea request for an exam- 
ination, isshown by the following letter to the at- 
torney general: 

ATLANTA, Ga., June 8th.—Hon, Benjamin Harris 
Brewster, attorney general, Washington, D.C.: It 
isa year now, less twenty-two days, since I took 
charge in this office, and we have not yet received 
a statement in reference to our official accounts.
